Washington, April 24.—Attorney General 
Knox today made the following state- 
ment regarding the so-called beef trust: 

“On April 4 this department directed W. 
A. Day, of Washington, in his capacity as’ 
special assistant to the attorney general, 
to examine into, as far as possible, the 
public charges to the effect that a com- 
bination of the large meat dealers of the 
United States has been effected, contrary 
to the provisions of the laws of the United 
States. 

“This preliminary examination resulted 
ir instructions to Mr. Day and Mr. Be- 
thea, United States attorney at Chicago, 
on Apri] 7 to prosecute simultaneously in 
Chicago and the east a more particular 
examination into the allegations and 
proofs alleged to exist in support thereof, 

“From their reports I am satisfied that 
sufficient evidence is in hand upon which 
bills in equity for an injunction can be 
framed to restrain the combination men- 
tioned from further proceeding under 
their agreements, which clearly appear to 
be in restraint of interstate trade. I 
have therefore, in compliance with the 
law which provides, ‘It shall be the duty 
of the several] district attorneys of the 
United States, in their respective districts, 
under the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral, to institute proceedings in equity 
to prevent and restrain’ violations of this 
act, directed the distrfct attorney at Chi- 
cago to prepare a bill for an injunction 
against the corporations and persons who 
are parties to the combination mentioned, 
to be filed in the United States circuit 
court for the northern district of IIli- 


nois,’”* 
To Make Meat Free. 

Washington, April 24.—Senator Mclau- 
rin, of South Carolina, today introduced 
a bill providing that after the passage 
of the act, “there shall not be collected 
any duty upon pork, veal, mutton or 
beef imported into the United States 
from foreign countries."’ The bill was re- 
ferred to the committee on finance. 

Washington, April 24.—Representative 
Livingston, of Georgia, today introduced 
a bill repealing that part of schedule G, 
of the tariff law of 1897, providing a duty 
on meats. ; 

Packers Not Afraid. 

Chicago, April 24.—United States Dis. 
trict Attorney Bethea refused to make 
uny statement tonight about the action 
that he will take under Attorny General 
Knox's instructions. . 

“I have absolutely nothing to gay,"’ he 
said, when the Washington announcement 
was read to him.

PACKERS FEEL THE BOYCOTT. 


Sales Have Fallen Off Heavily Since 
Constitution’s Crusade Against 
the Trust Began. 

The western beef packing houses have 
begun to feel the boycott which has been 
placed on their goods in Atlanta and 

other large cities all over the country. 

Since The Constitution: inaugurated its 
crusade against the fabulous prices being 
now charged for meats by the beef trust 
the sales of al! kinds of meats in Atlanta 
have fallen off to an enormous degree. 

A feporter called at ten butcher shops 
yesterday morning to inquire as to the 
effect the boycott was having upon the 
butchers. At only one store did the pro- 
prietor maintain that his business had 
not been injured to a materia! degree. At 
all of the other places visited those in 
charge stated that the sales of meat were 
never known to be at such a minimum. 

To the reporter one prominent Peach- 
tree street butcher said: “It is not un- 
usual for the packers to increase prices 
at this time of the year, but this year 
the prices have taken a greater jump 
than ever. If I could be positively con- 
vinced to my own satisfaction that there 
fs a combination of the packers I would 
be willing to close my doors and go out 
of business for from thirty to ninety 
days so as to bring the trust to terms.” 

iJAnother butdher when asked if his 
sales fiad decreased as a result of the 
very high prices on meats said: 

“Indeed they have. I have never in my 
experience known the business to be in 
Such a condition. People who buy meat 
get it in such small quantities that the 
sales hardly amount to anything. Frank- 
ly, there is not a cent of profit tin the 
retail meat business in Atlanta today, 
and many of us are running at a loss.” 

In all of the ten stores visited by the 
reporter yesterday, although remaining 
for over fifteen minutes in some, there 
was not @ customer in sight, with the 
single exception of one store on Broad 
street where a man entered and bought 
15 cents worth of bacon. ,

Indianapolis, Ind., April 24.—The repub- 
licans' of Indiana at their convention in 
this city today nominated a state ticket 
headed by Daniel E. Storms for secretary 
of state. A nwmber of the nominations 
were made by acclamation. The princi- 
pal contest, and the one upon which the 
most interest centered, was the nomina- 
tion for attorney general. Charles W. 
Miller was generally credited with being 
a protege of Senator Beveridge, and he 
comes from Goshen, at. which place 
Judge Baker, who was recently appoint- 
ed to the federal bench at the instance 
of Senator BeVeridge, also resides. Mil- 
ler’s opponents tried hard to make this 
tell against him, saying that Goshen had 
received as much patronage as it cou'ld 
expect. Miller was nominated on the 


third ballot. 
Roosevelt Indorsed. 

“Re Platform fndorses the wdmintstti-” 
tion of President Roosevelt; favorg just 
and liberal reciprocal relations between 
the United States and Cuda; approves 
the course of the administration in es- 
tablishing peace and civil goverrfnent in 
the Philippines;. favors the establishment 
of absolute peace in thé Philippines and 
the erection of civil government there- 


islands shall be given increased partici- 
pation in the administration of their do- 
mestic affairs as they shall demonstrate 
intelligence and capacity for self-govern- 
ment. On trusts the platform says: 

‘We are opposed to all trusts or com- 
binations of capital whose purpose or 
effort is to. restrict business or control 
prices. And we especially denounce those 
whose tendency is to increase the cost 
of living and the. necessaries of life. We 
favor legislation to prevent such abuses. 
We approve the sincere and determined 
effort of President Roosevelt to enforce 
the laws-against illegal combinationg in 
restraint of trade, and demand that ad- 
ministrative offices, state and national, 
shall enforce the laws in the most vigor- 
ous manner, so that the legitimate com- 
petition shal] not be embarrassed or de- 
stroyed. 

Reciprocity Favored. 

“We adhere to the policy of protection. 
Under it our industries have developed 
and the hopes of labor have been  in- 
creased and wages maintained at a 
higher rate than would have been other- 


wise possible. 
‘We favor the extension of our mar- 


kets through carefully guarded reciproc- 
ity arrangements with other countries 
wherever it can be dore without ‘inter- 
rupting our home production.’ While we 
favor such modifications of tariff sched- 
ules as from time to time are required 
by changine conditions. we insist that 
such changes shall be made in line with 
the fundamental princinle of protection 

“Our faith in the gold standard has 
been amply justified bv the wonderful 
strides of American f{ndvystry and com- 
merce Fince its adoption.”’ 

The Chinese exclusion law and anti- 
anarchist legislation are indorsed. Grati- 
fication is expressed over the abrogation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. enabling 
the government to procced with the con- 
struction of an isthmian canal. 

There was a hot fight over the tnger- 
tion of the clause in the platform i!n- 
Aorsing the gold standard. Jt had been 
decided to advocate a plank in which 
fomé members of the committee thought 
they could detect an approval of bank 
asset currency. It was stricken out after 
a lengthy debate and the plank found tn 
the pla““orm was adopted.

WOOD SCORED. 


BY RATHBONE 


Goremor of Cuba ‘Mee if 
Have Packed the Court 


Rathbone Says That Wood Actually 
Prosecuted the Case and Ordered 
Conviction—Senator Hanna 
Sees Roosevelt in Ref- 
erence to Rathbone.

Washington, April 24.—(Spectal.)—Sen- 
ator Hanna had another talk with the 
president today about the Rathbone 
case, telling him of the efforts that the 
friends of Major Rathbone are making 
to secure a new trial. There. was no 
talk of pardon, but it is understood that 
the senator took occasion to express his 
opinion of the court which tried Rath- 
bone very much as he has expressed it 
outside of the whiite house, 

The Ohio senator is of the opinion 
| that General Wood used undue influence 
and in some degree influenced the ac- 
tion of the court: He believes General 
Wood could convict anybody he chose 
before that court and intimates very 
strongly that he believes the general 
chose to convict his Ohio friend. For- 
mer Governor Campbell, who (s one of 
Rathbone’s attorneys, is here in consul- 
tation with Senator Hanna. 

Rathbone Denounces Wood. 

Major Rthbone, in an intervidw at 
Havana, published today, goes more 
into details about these charges against 
General Wood. He says: 

‘Senator Hanna has proof that Gen- 
eral Wood's officers retained private pa- 
pers which proved my innocence of 
some of the charges against me. Gen- 
eral Wood revoked Secretary Root’s or- 
der barring ex parte evidence at the 
trial. In this way fifty foreign deposi- 
tions were admitted against me without 
cross-examination. General Wood al- 
most daily conferred with the judges, 
who went out of court and personally 
sought evidence against me. The court 
granted my lawyers but thirty days for 
the preparation of my case, involving 
a. study of 8,000 pages of evidence with 
20,000 pages of exhibits which it had 
taken Wood's court nearly two years to 
prepare. The postoffice department offi- 
cials withheld material and vital evi- 
dence in my thehalf when the court had 
ordered its. production. 

“IT have been constantly misrepresent- 
ed in the American press by two corre- 
spondents holding government positions 
@nd two others who were afraid to send 
the truth bécause they were afraid Gen- 
eral Wood ‘woulé withhold ali news 
from them. 


Rathbone Wants No Pardon. 

“The pardon of Reeves proves that 
freedom was* promised to him for his 
perfidy. The lowest criminal in the car-: 
cer would not speak to him. I was sorry 
for him. I want no pardon. It would 
be adding insult to injury to pardon me. 
I will be satisfied with a trial in any 
Cuban court not appointed and owned 
by General Wood. These judges hold 
offices only at General Wood's pleasure. 
General Wood stated both in public 
and private that I was guilty. This was 
tantamount to an order to convict, for 
General Wood has removed other judges 
for deciding contrary to his expressed 
opinion. 

“Wood was at the first misled by sub- 
ordinates, but when he discovered my in- 
nocence he lacked the moral couTage to 
vindicate me, and forced, my conviction. 
I was accused and tried for the mainte- 
nance of an official carriage and resf!- 
dence from the public fund. Wood, Wil- 
son and others have always had their 
carriages and resiktences and are doing 
the same thing for which I was tried.” 

Wood Replies to Rathbone. 

General Wood read the above state- 
ment made by Rathbone and wrote in re- 
ply: 

“Any statement that Rathbone has not 
had a fair and impartial trial is un- 
true.”’ 

The palace officials at Havana say that 
four of the five judges ‘who convicted 
Rathbore were appointed by Rathbone’s 
own lawyer, Senor Lanuza, when he was 
secretary of justice. They say that Wood 
was appointed governor general before 
any suspicion was entertained of Rath- 
bone’s maladministration and that the 
idea that General Wood was jealous of 
Rathbone is ridiclous. They say that 
Reeves turned state’s evidence stricfly 
according to the practice obtaining in the 
United States courts and that Wood never 
expressed an opinion regarding Rath- 
bone’s guilt that would influence the 


court. 


POST CHECK CURRENCY PLAN. 


Hearings Are Given to Advocates of 
Pending Bills. 

Washington, April 24——The committee 
of government officials appointed by the 
postmaster general and the secretary of 
the treasury to consider the subject of 
post check currency gave @ hearing to- 
day to the advocates of the bills to pro- 
vide a system of postal currency recently 
introduced by Representative Gardner, 
of Michigan. 

C. W. Post, the originator of the plan, 
set forth the need of the business world 
for a more convenient method of trans- 
mitting small sums through the mails. 
He said that in case of the adoption of 
the idea all rights under the patents 
would be assigned to the government 
free of all cost. The bills provide that 
all $1, $2 and $5 bills except national bank 
notes shall have blank lines upon their 
faces so that they may be converted at 
once into a check payable to a named 
payee, to be cashed at the postoffice 
named and for the issuance of .similar 
bills of the denominations of 5, 10, 2% and 
50 cents. A 2-cent stamp is affixed and 
cancelled on the dollars denominations, 
and a 1-cent on the fractional bills, as a 
fee to the government. 


Cuban Congress Cailed. 
Washington, April 24.—The war depart- 
ment has received copies of @ proclama- 
tion issued by General Wood, military 
governor of Cuba, directing the Cuban 
congress to convene at Havana on May 6.

Mr. Gundesheimer was brought into 
the supreme court in Brooklyn and after 
an examination by alfenists appointed 
by the court was declared to be perfect- 
ly sane, though two other physiclans 
swore that he was afflicted with hallu- 
cinations. As soon as he was discharged 
he returned to Key West to marry the 
girl who had aided in rescuing him from 
the asylum.

MONEY IN FIGHT. 
OW STREET CAR 


Mississippi Senator Is Assault- 
ed by the Conduc‘or 


Uses Enife To Defend Himself 
Aitter Being Twice Struck 
by Conductor—Mon- 
ey’s Statement.

Washington, April 24.—(Special.)—The 
attack of a strapping street car conductor 
upon Senetor Money, of Mississippi, fur- 
nished Washington with a sensational 
cutting. affair today. From the senator’s 
statement and from the testimony of wit- 
nesses the attack, so far as its personal 
features are concerned, seems to have 
been entirely unwarranted and the sym- 
pathy of the public is distinctly with the 
Mississippian. Senator Money is infirm 
and almost blind. " 

After some altercation with a street car 
conductor named Shaner over the ques- 
tion of a transfer the con®tctor, with the 
assistance of a city fireman, forcibly 
ejected the senator. After he had heen 
forced from the car the conductor con- 
tinued his attack upon Senator Money, 


eye. The senator drew a small pen knife, 
which the conductor grabbed, receiving 
cuts in the hand which bled profusely. 
With his bloody hand he struck the sena- 
tor several blows and the two men were 
pretty bloody. This fact gave rise to re- 
ports that the result of the affair was 
more serious than it really was. 
Money’s Story of Fight. 

As Senator Money relates the circum- 
stances, he was proceeding from his home 
to the Baltimore and Ohflo rafiroad depot 
to take the 9 o’clock train on that road for 
Baltimore, where he goes frequently for 
medical treatment of his eyes. He had 
taken a car on the Fourteenth street 
branch of the Capttal Traction Company 
Mne and had chanced to board a car 
which stops at the Peace monument, haif 
a@ dozen blocks short of his destination. 
He had falled to notice this circumstance 
until the car began to turn around the 


was immediately behind the car on which 
had only three 


that he was or the wrong car“he called to 
the conductor and asked him for a trans- 
fer ticket to the car bound for the depot. 
He does not recall what the conductor re- 
plied, but failing to receive the ticket 
and recognizing that he had no time to 
lose, he jumped from the car he was on 
and boarded the other. 

He had no sooner taken his seat, he 
says, than the conductor of that car ap- 
proached him and asked for his ticket. 
He then told the conductor that he hal 
rot had time to eecure a transfer and re- 
minded him that he, the conductor, had 
been a witness to the circumstance of his 
change from one car to the other. The 
conductor repHed that the senator would 
either have to produce a ticket or pay his 
fare, whereupon the senator told him 
that having paid one fare and being en- 
titled to a transfer, which he had asked 
for, but had not received, he would aot 
pay another. 


Grappled on the Car. 


Thereupon the conductor told him that 
if he would not pay his fare he would 
put him off the car, and immediately 
proceeded to carry his threat into execu- 
tion. This the senator resisted by grasp- 
ing an upright post and engaged in a 
Struggle with the conductor, who was 
not making much headway, when a pas- 
senger who had been sitting next to Sen- 
ator Money volunteered to agsist the con- 
ductor. By their combined strength they 
contrived to break the senator’s hold 
upon the post and to force him from the 
car. The senator says that when théy 
first undertook to eject him the car was 
in full motion, and he feels that if they 
had succeeded at that time he would 
inevitably have been badly hurt. The 
conductor and his assistant did not, how- 
ever, succeed in their design until the car 
stopped at the next crossing to let off 
other passengetfs, 

He says that both the conductor and 
the passenger were very gruff and 
abusive in their language, and that after 
he had reached the street the conductor 
hit him a severe blow over the heart with 
his clenched first. This blow, the senator 
says, was very painful, and in order to 
protect himself he took a small penknife 
from his pocket and opened it. This 
weapon the conductor grasped, and tn do- 
ing so cut his hand go that it bled very 
freely, 

After this other persons stepped be- 
tween the two, but notwithstanding their 
presence the conductor, who is a fiery 
tall man, struck him another blow ‘over 
the shoulder of a man standing between 
them. This blow was struck with the 
conductor’g bloody hand, and it hit the 
seriator squarely on the jaw. He was, as 
a consequence of this blow, covered with 
blood from the conductor’s wound, and 
this circumstance was responsible for a 
rumor that the senator himself had been 
severely injured. 

The senator adds that there were three 
or four policemen present, but that none 
of them took any steps to prevent the 
altercation. He says also that both the 
conductor and the passenger who agsist- 
ed in his ejectment refused to give their 
names. 


Senator Not Badly Hurt. 


The senator was not badly hurt, but 
his trip to Baltimore was prevented. He, 
however, proceeded with his customary: 
duties about the capito] during the day 
as if nothing unusual had occurred. 

Shaner is a vigorous but .boyish-looking 
man. He says that he did not see the 
senator leave the car preceding his; that 
he did not strike the senator until the 
latter drew his knife,. and that he did 
not make an effort to put him off the 
car while it was in motion. His wound 
is a slight cut across the ball of the 
thumb. 

A warrant was issued this afternoon. 
for the arrest of Conductor Shaner on 
the charge Of assault. It was sworn 
out by Senator Money. 

A warrant was also sworn out by the 
Mississippi senator against James E. 
Hooper, foreman of truck A, of the Dé@s- 
trict fire department, on the same charge.

When the shooting began all the dele- 
gates nmide a hasty exit from the hall 
and several -received small scratches in 
their rush to get out of the way of the 
flying bullets.

TO STATE BY MR. HOWELL 


THENS, GA., April 24.—In his ad- 
dress of welcome to the members 
of the educational conference, Hon. 
Clark Howen said: 

. Mr.” President, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
You gould have selected no more appro- 
priate place for the kolding of this meet- 
ing than this center of Georgia’s educa- 
tional system, where every environment is 
hallowed by the glory of historic associa- 
tion and blessed by the sacred memory 
of noble men an4 glorious women whose 
mames and deeds illumine the pages of 
« the history of Georgia, of the south and 
‘$f the union. i’ 

“It is not inappropriate, in extending to 
you in behalf of the state a cordial wel- 
tome, that I should also speak for Ath- 
ens, for here is my alma mater, and [ 
will ever worship at the shrine which is 
still as dear to me as in the days when 
tt seemed that the solar system coursed 
around the beifry of this old chapel, and 
iqhen all the world appeared to move. to 
“the music of fts ringing chimes. 


For city, therefore, as well as for state, | 


I bid welcome to this distinguished body 
of men and women, gathered to deliberate 
tn behalf of civilization’s paramotnt 
cause—a caus> more p?ter.tial in import 
and more fruitful in possibility of de- 
velopment than any which commands the 
- <pttention of the thinking men today. Its 
purpose is the elevation and betterment 
of all mankind, by the erection of bea- 
cons of learning where every child, rich 
and pocr, may live in the light of hope, 
end grow in the realization of golden op- 
" portunity. a 
Needs of the Whites. : 
This welcome is made doubly hearty in 
the declared purpose of this organization 
to conduct its work along lines which 
will recognize the necessities of the great 
masses of the whites as well as of the 
" blacks, who compose our population. In 
_ the excited rush of some of those philan- 
thropically inclined to pile up funds to 
‘ be devoted exclusively to the education 
of the negro, the struggling masses of the 
whites have been too often lost sight of. 
‘Bometimes in the very shadow of the 
gilded domes of negro universities which 
bespangie the firmament of our southern 
educational system, pitiful white children, 
“threadbare and footsore, have turned 
their eyes appealingly for help—not only 
from the friends of knoweldge, but from 
the state, which gives as best it can and 
which must give more and more and 
gtill more, if it does its aaty by the help- 
Jess children who have a right to ask 
and whose call the state has no right to 
refuse, 

It is best to be frank in this matter 
of so much importance to our well-being. 
The failure to secure heretofore the real, 
sincere and practical cooperation of the 
south in external educational movements 

‘ pormally entitled to the very fullest sup- 
port and sympathy from all the people 
of the section most directly affected, has 
- beén due to the fact that the philanthropy 
which has directed its energy toward the 
south has been expended almost exclu- 
sively in the behalf of dne race, overlook- 
‘Ing the greater necessities of the other. 
As a result of this course vast armies of 
poor white boys who could not help 
' GQhemselves have been,’since the civil war, 
‘working out their own salvation against 
- pads which have required superhuman en- 
@urance to surmount. ! | 
What the Whites Have Done. 
_ Thus, forthe. protection of their own 
masses, for the making of good citizens 
of those who, unaided, had neither en- 
courugemenf nor opportunity, the whites, 
out of the very exigencies of the situa- 
tion, have beén forced to care more for 


their own rank and file than for others 
whose self-appointed guardians from a 
distance have rendered them less de- 
pendent upon home effort in their behalf. 
Notwithstanding this, the whites of the 
south have since the war, from their 
own pockets, contributed to the cause of 
negro education $4 to every $1. given from 
outside sources. This they have done un- 
complainingly—more than that, cheerfu'- 
ly, while carrying their own great bur- 
dens which might have been lessened, to 
the betterment of educational conditions 
of both races in the south, if the restrict- 
ed philanthropy which has hugged this 
one fetich to its bosom had broadened its 
scope to the plan along which this or- 
ganization is now working. There has 
been an involuntary and a natural senti- 
ment of self-preservation in the idea that 
if well-intended liberality bestowed from 
a distance would embrace only one branch 
of the great problem confronting our pev- 
ple, the other branch must be sustained 
and nourished by the doubled activity of 
its own efforts. ) 

In so far as this movement disregards 


the color line, it calls forthe united sup- | 
‘port and sympathy of all our people, and 


it will get it. That it already has both js 
demonstrated in the tribute paid to the 
work in .hand by the presence of this 
typically. representative gathering of 
southern men and women, standing 
shoulder to shoulder in the effort to 
strike the shackles of illiteracy wherever 
and upon whomsoever found, and to place 
in the hands of hlack and white alike the 
torch of universal education. 
Edueation in Georgia. 

The work of tne people of Georgia in 
behalf of the educathon of its masses 
speaks for itself. If it is not yet up to 
the ideal standard of popular demand, it 
is because there has not yet been time to 
make it so. Our people know as well as 
those of any other state that every human 
mind is the better for: being educated, 
end they are working to that end. 

In this day of trusts and. combines let 
the work of this conference be to improve 
the opportunity to organize the biggest 
and most comprehensive trust. yet af- 
tempted—ah educational trust, {in which 
évery ‘chfld will be a stockholder and 
evéry human head will be a ‘share of 
stock. When you do this you will have 
inaugurated a movement beside -which

- conference was invited to the state by 
the Georgia legislature, and Hon. Clark 
Howell, president of the senate, speaking 
for the commonwealth and for the mu- 
nicipality of Athens, voiced the first 
words of welcome. : 

- Hundreds of distinguished guests are 
now enjoying -the hospitality of the city, 
am} the citizens of Athens are proud of 
the opportunity to entertain them. 

Early this morning the guests began to 
arrive. Tiey were met by members of the 
local cemmittee and assigned to the 
different homes in the city. 

The headquarters of the loca] commit- 
tee in the Commercial hotel building have 
been thronged with the guests of the 
convention all day. 

Visited Historic Spots. 

During the morning and the early hours 
of the afternoon prior to the opening of 
the conference, the guests availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to see something 

of the city. Naturally they looked after 
those spots of historic interest. 

The famous old double-barreled cannon 
the only one of its kind in the world, 
game in for its share of inspection. It 
was invented here in 1863 by William Gille- 
land and was cast at the Athens foundry. 
It was never fired but once and proved 
to be a failure as an implement of war. 
It now stands in a little park in front of 
the city headquarters. 

The old oak tree on Dearing street that 
owns itself and 4 feet of ground on each 
eide was one of the interesting things 
sought out by the visitors. 

They also visited the birthplace of Henry 
W. Grady, the old Harden home place 
where John Howard Payne, aythor of 
*tiome, Sweet Home,’’ visited his sweet- 
heart, Mies Mary Harden, in the long 
ago, and where he gave her the original 
copy of that immortal song; the home of 
Crawford W. Long, the discoverer of 
anaesthesia; the old homes of the Cobbs 
and the Lumpkiné and many other his- 
toric spots. « 

The members of the conference even at 
this early hour after their arrival are 
charmed with the Classic City, and ex- 
press the sentiment that the founders of 
her educational institutions builded more 
wisely than they knew when they lo- 
gated the institutions here. 

Entertaining the Guests. 

At the head of the committee in charge 

of entertaining the guests of the occa- 


sion is President Eugene C. Branson, of 
the Staté Normal school, who has ren- 
dered invaluable service in the efforts 
made to render the octasion a success. 
Assisting him are Chancellor Hill, E. R. 
Hodgson, A. H. Hodgson, C..D. Fianigen, 
A. L. Hull, G. H. Palmer, Henry Hodg- 
son, T. W. Reed and others. 

The people of Athens are delighted with 
the conferene2, They recognize that it ‘ts 
the most distinguished biody cf educators 
that evar assembled in this city, and per- 
haps in the entire south. A full investiga- 
tion of the purposes of the conference has 
led them tec the conclusion that it is the 
greatest educatioral movernent of the age. 

The common belief as to the object of 
the conferenc? among those who do not 
understand it is misleading. In a nutshell, 
the obféct of tho conference is to investi- 
gate conditions, fird where the use of 
money can be made most beneficial and 
then apply that mroney in a systematic 
and effective marrer, both for the educa- 
tion of the whites and blacks in the south. 

The interest of the people here is not 
only manifested in genial hospitality, but 
they are assemiiling at the university 
chapel in large numbers to hear the ad- 
dresses. 

Georgia is manifesting a great interest 
in the conference and leading educators 
from: al! over the state are here. The city 
schools are well represented ind quite a 
large number of county schcol ccmmis- 
sioners are in attendance. 


Southern States Represented. 

Among the presidents vf Georgia col- 
leges it: atterdance are President C. EK. 
Dowman of Emory; President P. D. Pol- 
lock, of Milledgcville; President J. 3B.

Every other southern state is represent- 
ed with a delegation, North Carolina lead- 
ing as to numbers in the delegution, Even 
from Texas there come a number of dele- 
gates to this conference. 

The arrival of the party, headed Sy 
President Robert C. Ogden, of New York, 
was awaited with much intcrest. Presi- 
dent Branson and several members of the 
committee went up to Lula to meet the 
train and reiurn with that party: to 
Athens. 

Tre party arrived this afternoon shortly 
after 3 o’clock and were met at the South- 
ern depot by the various hosts to whose 
homes the me:nbers had been assigned for 
tntertainment. In the pezrty was Mz. 
George Foster Peabody, of New York, a 
fermer Georgian, of whom the state is 
quite proud, and who is doing much ef- 
fective and philanthropic work in the 
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CHANCELLOR W. B. HILL, 
Of the University of Georgia. 
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educational field. He is the gucst of Chan- 
cellcr Hill during his stay here. 

Mr. Ogden, speak‘nmg foc his party, 2x- 
pressed himself as being delighted at the 
cpportunity offered him to visit Athens, 
a city that has a great reputation in the 
educational world. 

Conference in Session. 

At 5 o’clock the members of the con- 
ference, probably 400 in number, as- 
sembled at the university chapel for 
their business session.

Tonight at 8 o'clock the university 
chapel was packed to the doors by mem- 
bers of the conference and citizens of 
Athens, and. after prayer had.been of- 
fered Hon. Clark Howell, of Atlanta, 
delivered the address of welcome, which 
made a splendid impression upon the 
audience, expressing, as it did, the senti- 
ments of the people regarding this 
movement, 

Mr. Robert C. Ogden, president of the 
conference, then delivered his annual 
address, which was listened to with 
marked attention by the audience. 

Mr. Ogden was given an ovation by 
the audience at the conclusion of his 
address. Chancellor Hill was called for 
and made a splendid talk in closing the 
evening session.

THENS, Ga., April 2%-—In ris ad- 

dress at the fifth annual conference 

for education in the south Presi- 
dent Robert C. Ogden, of New York. 
said in part: 

“This cohference exists for a holy 
cause—holy in the highest sense, Its 
creed reflects the divine love, broad and 
beneficent as the universal sunshine, 
and expressed in the single simple dog- 
ma, that every child in this broad land 
possesses the natural right to a good 
English education. The personnel is 
cosmopolitan in a marked degree. Here 
are governors of states, officers of great 
corporations, educators of every degree, 
clergymen of n&iny communions, editors, 
authors, bankers, merchants, lawyers, 
who, for the time being, have set aside: 
their several cares for the larger inter- 
ests of our common. country, and the 
crowning grace, influence and power of 
this assembly appears in the presence 
of so many good women. 

“In morals and mational ¢hings the 
new century is an event to the world 


}at large. There is a sudden manifesta- 


tion of accumulated power. Masses of 
capital rush together with magnetic im- 
pulse ang in startiing magnitude. Com- 
munity of interest pools in concrete 
form values that had not been compre- 
hended in detail. This ‘material life is 
national.

Rawlins Contends 

Conduct Has Brought Shame on 
the Nation—Orders Issued: 

by the Officers Aré 

Quoted. - “ 
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Washington, April 24.—Just before the 


senate adjourned today Mr. Rawlins of | 


Utah, concluded his speech in opposition 
to the Philippine gowérnment bill. As on 
previous days he devoted much of his 
time today to a consideration of the testi- 
mony taken before the Philippine com- 
mission. He analyzed the testimony in 
connection with orders issued by the war 
department, and by general officers in the 
Philippines. He was particularly severe in 
his denunciation of General Chaffee for 
the orders he had issued in carrying out 
the policy of the government. He declared 
in conclusion that the United States 
would reap a whirlwind of misfortune and 
disaster as a result of its policy in the 
Philippine islands. , 

Mr. Rawlins quoted from the testimony 
of General MacArthur before the commit- 
tee on Philippines in acounting for the 
disproportion of the killed and wounded 
among the Filipinos. General MacAr- 
thur’s explanation was: 

‘It arises from the fact that our sol- 
diers are trained in target practice. In 
other words, they know how to shoot. The 
Filipino soldiers do not know how to 
shoot.’’ 

The explanation made by General Mac- 
Arthur was not. satisfactory, in the opin- 
fon of Mr. Rawlins, The senator’s expla- 
nation was this: 

“Our troops were directed not to en- 
cumber themselves with prisoners and not 
to burden themselves with the wounded. 
The Filipinos were swept from the face 
of the earth. This was in execution of the 
programme to make of the Visayan dis- 
trict a howling wilderness and to extermi- 
nate all the people over the age of 10 
years.”’ 

Mr. Rawlins quoted the orders issued 
by general officers in the Philippines, He 
was interrupted by Mr. Carmack, of Ten- 
nessee, who directed particular attention 
to this phrase in one of General Chaffee's 
orders: 

“I do not urge inhuman conduct.” 

“It strikes me,’’ suggested Mr. Car- 
mack, “that General Chaffee should have 
said: ‘I forbid inhuman conduct.’ ” 

“The purpose was,’ said Mr. Rawlins, 
‘that the soldiers were left to practice 
with impunity, and without disapproval, 
inhuman conduct. That is the only intel- 
ligent and reasonable interpretation that 
can be put upon it. 

“That was the meaning ascribed to it 
by the subordinate commanders, who 
practiced the most inhuman conduct that 
thé mind of man can conceive.” 

Mr. Rawlins sharply criticised Genera] 
Chaffee and denounced him as a ‘“‘dastard 
villain, who has brought dishonor upon 
the American nation and the American 
people.”’

DESPITE TEDDY 


Captor ef Aguinalde Discusses the Or- 
der of President. 


HE WILL RETRACT NOTHING 


Funston Asserts That He Has Had 
His “Say” and. Has No Desire 
To Harp on the Subject. 

He Will Quit 
Talking. 


Denver, Colo., April 24—A statement 
dictated by General Frederick Funston, 
concerning the order of President Roose- 
velt, directing him to cease further dis- 
cussion of the Philippine question and ex- 
pressing regret at Funton’s criticism of a 
United States senator, was given to the 
press today, in which the following lan- 
guage is used: 

“What I said at the banquet of the 
Colorado Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion last Saturday night made a distinc- 
tion between classes of people; the first, 
the demagogues who did not believe what 
they were saying, the other the class of 
people to which the senior senator from 
Massachusetts belongs, who did believe 
what they were saying, were positively 
sincere and who are suffering from over- 
heated consciences—that is, they are too 
sincere. 

“Instead of naming Senator Hoar, I 
intended to pay him a compliment on 
being so sincere. 

“I intended to keep off the subject en- 
tirely, but General Hale’s introduction 
was evch that. it compelled me to say 
something on the Philippine war. 

“In regard to my leave of absence, in 
order that I might attend the Middlesex 
Club banquet at Boston, I made the ap- 
plication one evening, but department 
matters came up next morning that made 
it impossible for me to leave here. There- 
fore, I telegraphed withdrawing niy ap- 
plication made the night before and be- 
fore the war department had time to act 
upon it. 

“The banquet of the Middlesex Club in 

Boston is to be given April 26. I had re- 
ceived within one week ten telegrams, 
three in one day, urging me to attend. 
Senator Lodge was very anxious for me 
to come. At first I said I sould not, but 
afterwards, and until this important bus- 
iness I referred to came up, I thought I 
possibly could make it. 
_“As you understand, I cannot discuss 
any order I have received or may receive, 
So far I have received the order only 
through the newspapers, not officially. 

“T had decided to talk no further of 
the Philippine question. My plan in re- 
gard to the banquet of the officers of the 
Colorado national guard, May 1; was to 
Say nothing whatever about the merits of 
the war, but simply to speak to the toast: 
‘The Eighth Army Corps.’ ”’ 

When asked if he would reply ‘to soméd 
personal attacks that rave appeared in 
print against him, the general said: 

“T have nothing to retract, but I can’t 
refer to these things without my blood 
boiling, and I have therefore concluded 
that the safest policy is to avoid the sub- 
ject. I have had my say, and the people 
know my sentiments. I have no desire 
to harp on them.’’

Paterson, N. J., April 24.—The opinion 
was expressed today that there would be 
an early settlement of the dyers’ strike. 
The operators of the dyeing plants have 
refused ‘to consider the demands of the 
men for 20 cents ar hour’ for learr@grs and 
a five-year contract, but heve shown @ 
disposition to make concessions on the 
general wage scale. It was thought that 
if the employers agreed t> advance wages 
that the strikers would recede from their 
extreme position and accept a compro- 
mise. 

The strikers made an effort today to in- 
duce the employees of Jordan & Sons’ 
velvet dyeing plant, Little Falls, to join 
with them. A committee of strikers visit- 
ed the place and asked the men to strike. 
The worke*s demurred and the strikers 
threatened to return later in the day and 
force the suepension of the plant. The 
firm appealed to the sheriff for protec- 
tion. The plant is a small one. 

No attempt was made by dye house 
operators to resume business. The strik- 
ers were orderly all day and no disturb- 
ances occurred. The police have been 
cautioned to exercise the greatest care 
and to use their revolvers only when a 
grave danger of personal injury or to 
protect others from serious attack.

STILL RECOVERING THE DEAD. 


Twenty-Five Bodies from the Hulk 
of Burned Steamer. 

Cairo, Ills., April 24.—fourteen more 
bodies were taken from the river near the 
scene of the accident late today, making 
the total number of twenty-five bodies so 
far recovered. Five of the bodies found 
were those of white persons and were 
identified as Thomas Smith, cub pilot of 
Memphis; Leslie Carter, of Deansville, 
Ky.; Glenn Bowman, of Portsmouth, 
Ohio; Fred Jones, assistant engineer, of 
Newport, Ky., and J. R. Evans, of Jef- 
fersonville, Ind. 

The searching party will prosecute their 
work vigorously and a great number of 
bodies will probably be recovered in the 
next few days. 

Of those who were injured in the accti- 
dent, the only one who still remains in 
the city is Mrs. Ellen Fennimore, of 
Louisville, Ky. She was badly burned but 
is rapidly recovering in the hospital. The 
bodies of the colored victims were all] 
buried near the wreck, while those of the 
white persons were brought to this city.

AGAIN THEY MARCHED 
TO STRAINS OF ‘DIXIE’ 


Scarred and Halling Veterans 
of the Confederacy in Their 
Annual Parade, 
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GORDON ON GRAY HORSE 
WAS CENTRAL FIGURE 


Tennessee Maidens Marched with the 
Yeterans from the Volunteer 
State—Bullet-Riddled Ban- 
ners Were a Feature 
of the Parade. 


Dallas Tex., April 24.—With one of the 
greatest parades ever held at a confedeP- 
ate reunion passed into history, Dallas 
tonight bid good bye to thousands of her 
visitors. As fast as they could be han- 
fled every railroaad entering the city to- 
night is sending out trains laden with 
fatigued but satisfied veterans and their 
friends and the ordinary visitor who was 
drawn heré by curiosity, 

The exodus, however, seems to make 
little difference in the size of the crowds 
in the streets, and the population of 
Camp Albert Sidney Johnston at the fair 
grounds. The percentage of veterans 
leaving today was comparatively small. 
For the most part they desire to remain 
till taps have been sounded in the camp. 
and they wish to partake of the barbe- 
cue of five buffaloes, which is to be a 
feature of the programme at the camp 
tomorrow. 

Tonight the beauty and chivalry of the 
south presented here gaghered at Camp 
Johnston, where the grand Kaliph’s tall 
was hel@ By 9 o'clock the vicinity of 
the grounds was jammed with carriages 
and the auditorium was filled with a gay 
throng. Occasionally, in the whirling 
mass going through the dance, doing his 
best among the younger people, a veter- 
an could be seen dancing with some 
laughing sponsor or maid of honor. But 
the veterans generally stayed in the seats 
surrounding the floor. The kaliphates 
In their costumes gave the scene at 
times a bizarre cast and afforded consid- 
erable amusement. The grand march 
was led by the kaliph and his queen 
whom, later in .ne evening, he crowned 
with elaborate ceremony. 

A reception to General Gordon at the 
Episcopal college was the social feature 
of the day. Here the sturdy commander 
in chief, bearing his 72 years like a man 
of 40, did his best to r@meive all who 
came, but only succeeded in part, 

March of the Veteran. 

With their blood stirring to the same 
old airs which bade them do and die for 
their cause, two score years ago, the 
veteran remnant of the confederate army 
represented at the Dallas’_ reunion 
marched through the streets of the city 
today, the object of a wildly-cheering 
throng of enthusiasm. 

The day was a hollday in the city, all 
public buildings being closed between 
the jours when the parade was passing. 
Thousands of visitors, coming for the 
sole purpose of seeing the old soldiers, 
were added to the multitude already on 
the streets, 

That the weight of years was on most 
of them was apparent in furrowed cheeks 
and snowy hair; in halting steps and 
rounded shoulders, but that the old pride 
of achievement and duty well done re- 
mained wes also to be seen in the dog- 
ged persistence with which they followed 
their old flag und threw off their years to 
the strains of ‘“‘Dixie.’’ Many a vetcran 
who in other days exhfbited a brilliance 
of execution which added so much to the 
success of the stratagems of confederate 
leaders was compelled to drop out of line 
before the march was over. Many from 
the decrepitude due to advancing age or 
wounds receftved in battle were unable to 
report, but they found plas along the 
way and waved their hats and screeched 
the famous rebel yell to show that they 
were with the marchers in spirit if not in 
actvality. 

The line of march covering the down 
town district was a packed mass of hu- 
manity. Windows were bright with the 
faces of women and girls with waving 
handkerchiefs and flags; the sidewalks 
were almost :mpassible by reason of the 
congestion. Smull boys perched on tel.- 
graph poles and lamp posts; in fact, every 
inch of space was utilized. The decora- 
tions by reason of the clear weather re- 
cently were as bright as they were the 
first day. 

Tennessee Maidens March. 

It was after 11 o'clock this forenoon 
when the parade started. 

Near the head of the line came the 
famous North Carolina “Hornets” with 
hornets’ nests pinned to their breasts or 
hanging from poles. In this division was 
the old “oe of the Third North Carolina 
cavalry. The old emblem hung in shreds, 
but was carried with all the more pride 
for its wounds. 
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GEORGIA VETS 
OFF FOR HOME 


Majority of Them Left Dallas 
at a Late Hour Last 
Night. 


PARKHURST, OF ATLANTA, 
WILL SUCCEED M’LAWS 


As the Commander of the Georgia 
Division of Sons of Veterans. 
Pathetic Features of the 
Parade of the Worn 
Heroes.

Dallas, Tex., April 24.—(Special.)—The 
greater number of the veterans of Geor- 
gia are homeward bound tonight, and 
the morninw session tomorrow closing the 
twelfth annual reunion, will find few del- 
egates from the southeastern states in 
their seats. The special Pullman cars 
in which the veterans of Camp Walker 
and Atlanta Camp 159, of Atlanta, made 
the trip west were both picked up at a 
late hour tonight for the homeward frip, 
and the survivors of these camps expect 
to reach Atlanta Saturday night. Rep- 
resentatives of the railroads entering 
Dallas hold out little hope that schedule 
will be made anywhere with clear tracks 
to the Mississippi, and the Georgians 
can count on reaching home no earlier 
than Sunday morning. 

Georgia in the Parade. 

In.the big parade this morning Georgia 
had 300 veterans in line, less Sian one- 
third of the number of Georgia survivors 
attending the reunion, but with these 300 
the division commanded by General Evans 
made a most cred{table appearance. The 
Georgia veterans came at the head of 
the Army of Northern Virginia, the de- 
partment which, associated with the 
name of Stonewall Jackson, always re- 
ceives the greatest ovation along the 
line of march. 

The streets of Dallas were swept with 
the rays of a sun that offered no mercy 
to pedesfrians, and hundreds of Georgia 
,survivors preferred to witness the parade 
from points of vantage rather than brave 
the heat and exhaustion of a long march. 

The parade featyre of the annual re- 
unions will be the first to be abandoned, 
and the‘ battle-scarred veterans of the 
confederacy are to be seen but a few 
more times in line of march. This con- 
clusion was apparent to every casual 
observer of the Dallas parade. Every 
five minutes a halt of the line was ordered 
to enable the me@re feeble to rest from 
their extreme exertion. 
~ Gordon Central Figure. 

At the head of the long line the figure 
of General John B. Gordon. never seemed 
more soldierly or gallant than in the 
parade today. Every hat was off as toe 
‘old Georgia rebel,’’ as he styles himself, 
passed up Main street to the fair grounds. 

Ovations were accorded General C. I. 
Walker, of South Carolina; General Clem- 
ent A. Bvans, of Georgia; General A, 
J. West, of the North Georgia brigade, 
and General C. C. Carr, of North Caro- 
lina, The figures of these four gallant 
commanders are as familiar to the people 
of Dallas and the Lone Star State as is 
the figure of each in his own home state. 

At a brilliant reception this afternoon 
at the Episcopal college of Dallas, Gen- 
eral Gordon was the guest of honor and 


the lion of the hour. With his 72 years 
to look back upon the commander in 
chief held up well, though greatly fa- 
tigued by the parade of the morning. 

No visiting veteran has received great- 
er attention or more appaluse than Gen- 
eral A. J. West, of Atlanta, whose speech 
in nominating the old officers for re- 
election has been pronounced the finest 
10-minute speech ever heard in Dallas. 
General West paid glowing tributes to 
General Gordon, General Walker, of the 
Army of Northern Virginia, and General 
W. L. Cabell, of the Trans-Mississippi 
department. His remarks brought out 
the rebel yell repeatedly, and were de- 
clared to be the feature of the Dallas 
gathering. Cheers for West were fol- 
lowed by a din of shouts for Gordon. Gen- 
eral Gordon said that as he had passed 
the three: score and ten year mile- 
post in life, he had hoped to escape fur- 
ther duty, but he would obey the com- 
mands of hfs eomrades. There were cries 
of “You can’t refuse, General!” “We'll 
keep you at our head as hong as you 
live!’’ The scene was affecting, tears 
coursed freely down the cheeks of hun- 
dreds of the veterans, and finally a rous- 
ing cheer and the rebel yell were given to 
further attest the affection of the vet- 
erans for their leaders,

The Georgia delegates at the gathering 
of Sons of Veterans took a prominent 
part at today’s sessions in the close and 
heated contest for commander in chief. 
The twenty votes to which the state was 
entitled went to William Fayssoux, of 
Loutsiana, on the ground that the com- 
mander should come from tlge state in 
which the coming reunton is to be held. 
. To the last the Georgia Sons remained in 
the Fayssoux camp until the Louisianan 
himself voted to make the election of his 
opponent unanimous.

COMMANDER OF THE SONS 


Dallas, Tex., April %—A spirited meet- 
ing of the United Sons of Confederate 
Veterans today resulted in amending the 
constitution of the organization and the 
election of Thomas P. Stone, of Waco, 
Tex., as commander in chief. Other com- 
manders were elected as follows: 

Army of Northern Virginia—Jesse N. 
Gathright, of Louisvile, Ky. 

Army of Tennessee—N. D. Forrest, of 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Army of the Trans-Mississippi—Dr. W. 
D. Buckner, of Arkansas. 

The constitution was amended to ex- 
clude the use by officers of the organiza- 
tion of military titles used by confederate 
veterans. 

Thus Mr. Stone is commander in chief, 
but will not be allowed the title of gen- 
eral. The debate on this subject was 
long and spiritei. W. Armistead Collier, 
of Memphis, was among the enthusiastic 
champions of the movement and made an 
enthusiastic speech in support of it. 

A motion to amend the constitation In 
a way which it is said would practically 
let down the bars in regard to receiving 
new members was voted down. 

A uniform of confederate gray with 
ehoulder knots on a field of white w:8 
adopted. The contest for commander in 
chief was spirited. The name of Bishop 
Gailor, of Memphis, was not presented, 


as he refused absolutely to run unless | 


assured before hand that there would be 
no contest. This left the fight between 
Mr. Stone and W. MoClellan Fayssoux, 
of New Orleans. Numerous speeches in 
favor of both candidates were made be- 
fore the balloting began. The first bal- 
lot was considerably in Mr. Stone’s favor 
and the New Orleans man, in a neat 
speech, withdrew his name and Mr. 
Stone’s election was mate unanimous. 
Judge Reagan, the last surviving member 
of Jefferson Davis’ cabinet, was a guest 
at the meeting and made a speech on 
political economy, which was heartily ap- 
plauded. It was the first speech of the 
old goutherner since he has been at the 
reunton. 

Today's meeting practically cleared up 
the business of the convention. Only a 
few ends remain to be disposed tomor- 
row.

ANISED A STORM 
IN THE COMMONS 


Hot Debate Over Arrest of 
_ Editor in South Africa 


Government Denounced for Pursuing 
Tyrannical Course and for Using 
Lord Kitchener as a Buffer. 
Churchill Attacks 
the Government. 


London, April 24—The forcible detention 
in South Africa of Albert Cartwright, 
who, while editor of The South African 
News, charged Lord Kitchener, prior 
to the engagement with General DeWet, 
with ordering his officers to shoot all 
prisoners, formed the subject of a heat- 
ed debate in the house of commons this 


evening. 

John Morley, liberal, moved the adjourn- 
ment of the house, the success of which 
proposition would practically amount to 
ia@ vote of censure on the government in 
general and on Lord Kitchener and Lord 
Milner in particular. Mr. Morley point- 
ed out that Mr. Cartwright, who had 
served a vear’s imprisonment for libel, 
now desired to come to England and that 
nis detention was iNegal, umconstjtutional 
and tyrannical. He added that the ex- 
planation of Lord Stanley, the financial 
secretary of the war office, who served 
in the South African war as chief press 
censor, that the-government didi not think 
it desirable to increase the number of 
anti-British propagandists in this country, 
was the most outrageous heard in the 
house since Simon De Montfort invented 
parliament. 


Raised a Storm. 

The secretary of state for war, Mr. 
Brodrick, in the course of a reply, raised 
a storm by saying, although Mr. Cart- 
wright had served his legal sentence, the 
quesction of his liberation was still sub 
judice. This brought forth a vehement 
protest from Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, liberal, who declared that such a 
proposition was scandalous and contrary 
to the elementary principles of freedom. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, conserva- 
tive, also délivered a few caustic sen- 
tences, saying he hoped the house would 
force the government to withdraw within 
the Hmits of the law and observe the 
constitution. Mr. Balfour, the govern- 
ment leader, came to the support ofr tne 
sorely harassed war®secretary and con- 
tended that the government was justi- 
fied in detaining even a British mrbject if 
it thought his wanderings were calculated 
to injure the interests of South Africa. 
Those voting for the adjournment would 
be condemning Lord Kitchener and Lord 
Milner, in whose’ keeping at this moment 
rested their hopes of peace. 

Kitchener as a Buffer. 

James Bryce, liberal, and Sir Robert 
Reid, liberal, twitted the ministers for 
agiain interposing Lord Kitchener as a 
buffer between the government and the 
house. They both scathingly denounced 
the present action of the government as 
a gross abuse of power. 

The spirit of revolt spread to the gov- 
ernment benches. Ian Malcolm, conseryv- 
ative, who is said to have been heretofore 
an unswerving supporter of the govern- 
ment, warmly repudiated Mr. Balfour's 
argument that those voting for the ad- 
journment would be showing themselves 
careless of British honor. 

Other supporters of the government fol- 
lowed in the same strain, even Ivor 
Churchill Guest, eldest son of Lord Wim- 
berne, a conservative, and cousin of the 
duke of Marlborough, urging the govern- 
ment to realize that its position was un- 
tenable and to make some concession. 

The house then divided and the motion 
for adjournment was defeated by 269 to 
182 votes.

Opponents of Measure Attempt To 
Amend, but Fail. 

Washington, April 24.—The house today 
sent the oleomargarine bill to confer. 
ence after agreeing to the senate tamend- 
ments with some modifications suggested 
by the agricultural committee. The oppo- 
nents of the measure Offered a number 
of amendments, the principal one of 
which was designed to place renovated 
butter on the, same footing with oleo- 
margarine, but they were overwhelming- 
ly voted down. 

The latter part of the Gay was devot- 
ed to the agricultural appropriation bill. 
Mr. Fox, of Mississippi, made an exhaus- 
tive speech in defense of the suffrage 
clause of the Mississippi constitution. He 
argued that Mississippi had done the 
wise and patriotie thing and deserved the 
commendation, not the censure, of the 
country. If in so doing it had Incurred 
the penalty of reduced representation tn 
congress he said Mississippi ‘would take 
her medicine’ before she would surren- 
der her civilization.

St. Louis, April 24—The fight tonight 
at the West End Club between Benny 
Yanger, the “Tipton Slasher,”’ of Chica- 
go, and Abe Attell, of San Francisco, was 
stopped in the nineteenth round by the 
police on the ground that Attell was on 
the point of being knocked out. Referee 
George Siler gave the decision to Yan- 
ger, although Attell was still full of 
fight. The affair’ was scheduled to go 
fifteen rounds, the referee having the 
right to extend it five more rounds in 
case he was not satisfied that either man 
had a distinct advantage at the close of 
the fifteenth round. When the battle had 
progressed to the full limit the men were 
on even terms and Referee Siler called 
upon them to wu the addHional five 
rounds. The fight was scientific, fast 
and fierce. Yanger’s aggressiveness and 
terrific hitting power won him the dect- 
sion, «ue California boy succumbing te 
a storm of blows in the last four rounds.

Havana, April 24.—President-elect Es- 
trada Palma arrived at hig old’ home, 
Bayamo, in Santiago province, today. He 
was enthusiastically received along the 
route from Holguin, from which place 
he traveled in an old-fashioned Cuban 
volante. He was accompanied by hun- 
dreds of persons on horseWack.

At a banquet 
the same evening the president-elect 
urged the people, without distinction of 
class, to pnite in erecting dh unbreakable 
barrier for the protection of the new 
republic. He said he counted upon the 
Spaniards in Cuba, whom he character- 
ized as one of the principal factors in the 
island, to assist in the republic’s success.

FROM AUTHENTIC SOURCE 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT COMES 


Retirement Due to Business Reasons. 
It Is Said That Lieutenant Col- 
one] T. N. Hopkins, of Thom- 
asville, Will Succeed 
Him in Command. 


Albany, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)—There 
has been a persistent rumor in circula- 
tion in this part of the state for several 
months past that Colonel W. E. Wooten, 
commanding the Fourth regiment of in- 
fantry, Georgia state troops, would 
shortly resign, and now the report is con- 
firmed. Colonel Wooten is absent from 
Albany today, but it has been learned 
from a source that must be considered 
authoritative that his resignation will 
go to the governor within the next thirty 
days, or as soon as certain preliminar'‘es 
can be arranged. 

Most of the line officers of the regiment 
were in Albany on Tuesday, which was 
military day of the Georgia chautauqua, 
and the selection of Colonel Wooten’s 
Successor was freely discussed among 
them. It is almost certain, from what 
developed on Tuesday, that Lieutenant 
Colonel T. N. Hopkins, of Thomasville, 
will be promoted to the command of the 
regiment and will have no opposition. He 
has held his present post for a number 
of years and is one of the most popular 
Officers of the Georgia militia. 

Colonel Wooten, it is said, will resign 
on account of the pressing demands of 
business in connection with tHe solicitor 
generalship of the Albany circuit, which 
he holds. There is great regret that he 
is to retire. At present he is the ranking 
colonel, except one, of the Georgia state 
troops.

WHALES OFF SOUTH CAROLINA 


SIX DEAD ONES ARE NOW LYING 
NEAR BEAUFORT. 


Working Up Into Basin, They Are 
Unable To Get Out and Run 
Aground. 


Columbia, S. C., April 24.—(Speclal.)— 
Six dead whales are lying in a basin that 
is mud-locked at low tide near the mouth 
of Broad river, 10 miles below Beaufort. 
They are small fellows that came into 
the wide entrance to Port Royal harbor 
to feed and were accompanied by two 
others, one a very large whale. 

These are the first whales seen about 
Port Royal in a good. many years and 
they attracted attention. They were 
watched by many as they fed along Paris 
Point against the tide which was rapidly 
running out, The mud banks were covered 
and the small ones going first worked up 
into the basin or slough through the deep- 
est channel. The big one coming later 
must have grounded, for it made a tre- 
mendous commotion in the water in an 
attempt to turn around in the inlet, its 
head and tail touching both banks. It 
finally succeeded in making the turn and 
one of the smaller ones took the alarm in 
time to follow. These two made straight 
for deep water and were soon seen going 
over the bar. 

When the other six realized their danger 
it was too laie. The falling zide had cut 
cff the exit and the water scon got too 
Shalbow for them to keep benesth the sur- 
face. They dashed back and fcrth, churn- 
ing up the water and finally every one 
succeeded in getting hard end fast 
aground. What would be a valuable catch 
if taken where the oil could be secured, 
has been left to thousands of vultures to 
prey on at low tide.

Baltimore, April 24.—(Special.)—Parallel- 
ing wholesale financiering in New York 
affecting directly and, indirectly great 
railroad systems in the south and the 
gteady work oY those lines to improve 
their physical condition, there is a con- 
stant seeking to bring the railroads into 
closer touch with the raw material for 
industry. -Considerable activity is man- 
ifested in eastern Kentucky in efforts to 
reach the coal fields, and The Manufac- 
turers’ Record is informed that the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio Railroad Company con- 
templates biullding a line through the 
breaks of the Big Sandy river, though 
full definite arrangements have not been 
made. It is understood, however, that 
this line will be an extension south and 
southeast of the Big Sandy division of the 
Chesapeake ard Ohio railway. Engineer- 
ing parties have been locating the line 
and at one point about 200 men are sai 
to be at work upon actual construction. 
Other surveying parties in the same field 
are credited to fhe South and Western 
Railway Company of Pike county, Ken- 
tucky, which it is expected will connect 
with the Virginia and Southwestern rail- 
way and thé Qhio River and Charleston 
railroad, with an ultimate outlet to the 
Atlantic coast by way of Lincolnton, N. 
Cc. The South and Western railway also 
has its eyes on the Kentucky coal fields, 
and it is thought will be construeted to 
the Ohio river for a connection with the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
road. 

Electric Lines in Kentucky. 

In Kentucky, too, the movement for 
inter-urban lines of electric railways is 
quite active.

Danville. An officer of the system writes 
The Manufacturers’ Record: ‘‘These cities 
are all county seats in the center of 
counties surrounding Fayette, of which 
Lexington is the county seat. The sys- 
tem practically covers the entire Blue 
Grass region of Kentucky, which is rec- 
ognized as one of the most fertile and 
beautiful districts in America.” 

The recently incorporated Charlotte, 
Farmville and James River Valley Rail- 
way Company, which has already ar- 
ranged for its rolling stock and partly for 
its rails, contemplates contructing a line 
about 12% miles long from Rosney in 
Buckingham county, the terminus of a 
branch line of the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
to Danville, through a mineral and tim- 
ber section, crossing the Norfolk and 
Western, Cheasapeake and Ohio and 
Southern roads. 

The stockholders of the Lafayette Rail- 
way Company are to meet within the 
next ten days for the purpose of author- 
izing the issue of bonds for an exten- 
Sion of the road from Lafayette, Ala., to 
Motley, touching a rich territory lying 
between Motley and Ashland in Clay 
county. The company has already con- 
tracted for 60-pound steel rails for the 
improvement of its trackage between 
Opelika and Lafayette. 

Roads in North Carolina. 

Business men of Raleigh, N. C., have 
subscribed $21,000 toward the proposed 
Raleigh and Eastern North Carolina rail- 
road to extend about 90 miles from Ral- 
eigh. to Washington, N. C., by way of 
Wilson and Greenville and giving Ral- 
eigh a direct route to tidewater through 
a fine timber and agricultural belt. The

A GIFT IS MADE 
TO UNIVERSITY 


Received from Professor 
Henry W. Farnham, Mem- 
ber of Yale Faculty. 


CONSISTS OF DOCUMENTS 
REFERRING TO UNIVERSITY 


Speech Delivered in Athens in 1785 
by Abram Baldwin Outlining 
the Purpose of Georgia’s 
College Is Among the 
Valued Papers. 


Athens, Ga., April 24.—(Special.J—Pro- 
fessor Henry W. Farnham, one of the 
distinguished members of the faculty of 
Yale, who is now in attendance upon the 
southern educational conference in this 
city, has made a very highly appreciated 
gift to the University of Georgia. 

‘ Professor Farnham married a Miss 
Wier, of New Hampshire. She was a 
descendant of Abram Baldwin, a cele- 
brated Georgia statesman and the re- 
puted author of fhe charter of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, which, as a matter of 
fact, is the oldest chartered state uni- 


versity in the United States. 

Among the effects fount! in the garret 

of the old home“place of that dis#sguish- 
ed man were many documents which were 
presented and which came into the pos- 
gession of Professor .Farnham through 
his wife. These documents Professor 
Farnham haS given to the university. 
' ‘There is among them a little book writ- 
ten in the handwriting of Mr. Baldwin 
which is called “Adoration.’’ It appears 
to hawe been his daily prayer, sfiowing 
the deep religious feeling by which he 
was actuated. 

Numerous letters are there from Gov- 
ernor James Jackson to Mr. Baldwin; 
also from President John Adams, Timo- 
thy Pickering, George Walton, W illiam 
Few, Joseph Habersham and others. 

There are also a number of certified 
acts of the general assembly of Georgia, 
evidently sent to Mr. Baldwin while he 
, was a genator from Georgia at Washing- 
ton. 

A private book of accounts showed how 
in those days the different commodities of 
life sold. 

One of the most interesting of the doc- 
uments is a map of the state of Georgia, 
crudely drawn, representing the posses- 
sions of this state when they extended ly 
the Mississippi. 

Quite a number of the documents relate 
to the dispute over the boundaries of the 
state and their final adustment with the 
Chattahoochee as the boundary on the 
west. 


A Speech Delivered in 1785. 


By far the most interesting document 
is a speech delivered by Mr. Baldwin in 
Savannah in 1785 outlining the propos@d 
University of Georgia. On the authority 
of Richard Malcolm Johnston it has been 
Stated that Abram Baldwin was the au- 
thor of the charter of the University of 
Georgia, but that fact is not entirely free 
from doubt. This old speech, however, 
contains much that would -indicate that 
Mr. Baldwin was really the author of 
that instrument, as it contains a number 
of expressions of the same language of 
the charter and it is not believed that 
any other person would have appropri- 
ated them as his own. 

Speaking of the proposed _ university, 
Mr. Baldwt said in that adcPess: ‘‘The 
first and most important article to be 
considered is good health,” and urged 
that the university be located at a place 
where the surroundings would be salu- 
brious and healthful. This idea was kept 
in view when the final location of the 
university at this place was determined 
upon. 

Thus more than a century ago this 
distinguished man who drew the charter 
for the University of Georgia maintained 
ideas that in a few years since were put 
into practical operation in the university 
of Georgia to the great benefit of all. 
The college garden now Supplies much of 
the necessaries of the table at the stu- 
dents’ boarding hall, thus reducing the 
expenses of living to a minimum and as- 
sisting in the work of placing a college 
education within the reach of every poor 
boy in Georgia. 

Agriculture is now being taught here 
in accordance with Mr. Baldwin’s ideas, 
and promises to be a great feature in the 
educational facilities of this institution. 

At the time he spoke in Savannah, there 
was no institution in this section of the 
country for the higher’ education of 
youth, and he closed his address as fol- 
lows: 

“There is now no place in eithes of the 
three southern states where the numerous 
youth, the rising hope of our country, 
can have the advantages scarcely of com- 
mon school instruction. To send them 
abroad to foreign countries for their ed- 
ucation will always be the cause of so 
great a foreign attachment that our nat- 
ural pride could not brook such a de- 
pendence upon, and it would become in- 
sufferable.’’

Macon, Ga., April 24.—(Special)—An- 


pther interesting legal step was taken 
this afternoon in Bibb superior court in 
the-case of the Rogers and Joiner Com- 
mission Company, which recently failed. 
R. Morrison Rogers, through his attor- 
neys, Minter Wimberly, Aleck Akerman 
and Jesse Harris, filed a bill of injunction 
to restrain the Home Savings bank, of 
Macon, from proceeding further in the 
bail trover action which was taken out 
by the bank against R. Morrison 
Rogers, president and manager of the 
Rogers & Joiner Company, and which 
Was served this morning on Mr. Rogers. 

The bank claims to have loaned Man- 
ager Rogers $2,400 on warehouse receipts 
representing certain goods which Man- 
ager Rogers alleged were in the posses- 
gion of his firm and the bank entrusted 
these goods to Rogers as_ custodian. 
When the loan fell due it was not paid 
and when the bank demanded the goods 
Manager Rogers did not have them. The 
bail trover proceeding was based on this 
transaction and asked that Rogers pro- 
duce the goods or give a condemnation 
bond for twice their value. 

Rogers in his bill of injunction filed 
this afternoon asks that he be allowed 
to give bond for his appearance five days 
fence, to which Judge Felton assented. 
The bond was fixed at $3,000, which Rog- 
ers promptly gave. 

Rogers also petitioned that the Home 
Bavings bank be required to show cause 
why its bail trover should not be dis- 
missed. His petition declares that the 
Action taken against him by the bank is

tates court. Rogers claims that 220 tons 
of the 40 tons of cotton seed on which 
the Home Savings bank made its loan 
were sold unknown to him while he was 
fn Florida trying to recuperate his 
health.

Republican Ex-Member North Caro- 
lina Legislature Interviewed. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 24.—(Special.)— 
A republican ex-member of the legisla- 
ture, J. A. Giles, of Chatham county, is 
here. He ‘was asked whether many 
voters had failed to pay poll tax. there. 
This tax must be paid by May 1 to per- 
mit them to vote next November. He 
replied: “I do not think over 200 of the 
white voters will fail to pay.

He notified very few negro 
voters. There will be an extremely 
light vote. There is much independence 
in politics In our county.”

JACKSON CAMP 
SEES DISCORD 


Trouble Arises in the Ranks 
of Confederate Veterans of 
Glynn County. 


FRAUDS ARE ALLEGED 
REGARDING MONUMENT 


After Some Warm Speeches on the 
Matter Commander Horace Dart 
and Colonel J. E. Dart 
Tender Their Resigna- 
tions as Membez-s. 


Brunswick, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)— 
The Jackson camp, Glynn county Con- 
federate Veterans, held a meeting in the 
Riflemen’s armory last night, and, as @ 
result, Commander Horace Dart and 
Colonel J. E. Dart tendered their resig- 
nations. 

The subject-matter of the meeting was 
the report of the committee appointed 
Monday night to investigae alleged 
frauds in connection with the purchase 
of the confederate monuntent, which is 
to be unveiled in Hanover p.rk Saturday. 

The committee submitted quite a 
lengthy report, which, in part, says: 

“First, Dr. J. M. Madden received $590 
from the Ladies’ Memorial Association as 
loans on which he fairly owes $230 inter- 
est, or a total of $820.81. 

“Second, that up to date there has 
been paid out on account of the confed- 
erate monument, $634.15, and there have 
been made contracts for beautifying the 
grounds on which the monument stands 
something over $100, leaving something 
near $85 to be returned back to the treas- 
urer of the Ladies’ Memorial Association. 

“Third, there was a lamentable lack of 
business methods in the transactions of 
the association. * * * The monument 
was purchased without calling a meet- 
ing, only three of the four ladies above 
referred to, viz, the president, the vice 
president and the secretary having pri- 
vately consulted and agreed upon a de- 
sign, contract, price, etc. 

Fourth.While the last paragraph shows 
improper management, your committee 
find no international wrongdoing, and 
therefore, offer the following: 

Resolved, That Camp Jackson accept 
the invitation of the Ladies’ Memorial 
Association of Brunswick and attend in 
a body the unveiling of the confederate 
monument in Hanover park Saturday, 
April 26. 

The question of the adoption of this 
report brought forth a number of ad- 
dresses from veterans present on both 
sides of the question. 

The speeches made by all the gentle- 
men were to the point and some of the 
climaxes were inclined to be both spec- 
tacular and dramatic. However, upon a 
final vote, the motion to sustain the com- 
mittee report prevailed, and it was sub- 
sequently moved and carried that Camp 
Jackson accept the invitation of the La- 
dies’ Memorial Association and partici- 
pate in the exercises incident to the un- 
veiling of the monument. 

An Unexpected Feature. 

Tt was here that an unexpected feature 
of the evening occurred. Judge Horace 
Dart, who for years has been commander 
of Camp Jackson, and who, in a measure, 
has been responsible for the existence of 
the camp, surrendered the chair, and, 
taking the floor, in a few brief but none 
the less eloquent words, tendered his 
resignation as commander of the camp 
and a member thereof. Judge Dart spoke 
very feelingly of the situation and ex- 
pressed great regret that a conception of 
duty impelled him to sever those con- 
nections which have been a portion of 
his life for forty years. 

He pleaded jusfication for his conduct, 
however, by @he statement that the mov- 
ing spirit in the purchase of the monu- 
ment had treated those near and dear 
to him with abject discourtesy in the 
past, and that he has indulged in the hope 
that Camp Jackson would not participate 
in the unveiling exercises. Since, how- 
ever, they had consented to do so, he had 
no alternative but to follow that path of 
duty that made his resignation absolufgly 
necessary. 

This announcement came like a clap 
of thunder from a clear sky and created 
great consternation among the veterans, 
many of whom appealed to Judge Dart 
to withdraw his resignation. He was 
obdurate, however, and insisted that his 
resignation was before the meeting. Upon 
an unanimous request of all members 
present, Commander Dart agreed to let 
his eesignation remain in abeyance until 
Saturday. He also made the statement 
that he would not attend the exercises, 
but would appoint or designate some 
other member of .the organization to act 
as commander. 

At this juncture Colonel J. E. Dart in 
an impassioned address, tendered his 
resignation aS a member of the camp, 
saying that he felt that such a condition 
as existed with reference to Judge Dart 
should also receive resentment at his 
hands. He was also prevailed upon to 
not to take the action, but, like the com- 
mander, insisted upon his position. 


CHILD KILLED BY GUNSHOT. 


While Playing with Weapon, It Is 
Accidentally Discharged. 

Cave Spring, Ga., April 24.—(Special.)— 
Little Lester Walker, the 10-year-old 
son of W. H. Walker, was acci- 
dentally shot and killed here this after- 
noon. 

He was playing with his sister in the 
backyard when a shotgun with which 
he was playing was accidentally dis- 
charged, the load taking effect in hfs 
side, killing him almost instantly.

SWEPT BY ‘FOREST FIRES. 


Central Section of Pennsylvania Is 
Being Devastated. 


SEVERAL LIVES ARE LOST 


And Others Have Had Narrow Es- 
capes—Many Homes Have 
Been Destroyed. 


Williamsport, Pa., April %2%.—During 
the past forty-eight hours the furious 
sweep of forest fires in the central sec- 
tion of the state has caused devastation 
to a vast amownt of property and in two 3 
eases the loss of Hfe is attributed to 
the fire fiend. 

From Sinnemahoning comes meager 
details of the fate that befell two men 
and the thrilling escape of four others. 
Mountain fires destroyed a large num- 
ber of sleepers and caused the rails to 
spread on Barclay’s lumber railroad. 
An engine and a dozen cars loaded with 
logs were derailed. The locomotive 
overturned, pinning two of the six men 
riding on ft under the tender. The other 
four men saved themselves with great 
difficulty, but were unable to prevent 
their comrades, pinned under the tender, 
from burning to death. The names of 
the unfortunate men have not been 
learned. 

As a result of the fire, which destroyed 
ten houses, a church, a school house 
and nine stables in the village of Clin- 
tondale, last night, 6-year-old Agnes 
Felding lost her Mfe. The child became 
frightened when the flames attacked the 
home of her parents and in attempting 
to reach a place of safety she fell into 
a creek and was drowned. Her ody 
was recovered this afternoon a mile from 
her home, having been carried down the 
stream with the current.

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Repeal the Meat Taxes. 
The rise in the price of meats is giv- 
Ing serious trouble to the people all 
Over the country. Many persons have 
been forced to give up their daily ra- 
tion of beef or mutton and resort to 
Substitute in the way of cereals, veg-

etables and fish. The effects are more 


felt, probably, among the laboring 
people than among th.-e who are 
well-to-do. The natural consequence 
is a@ very general protest from the la- 
bor organizations, east and west, 
against the rates imposed by the 
Dingley law upon cattle and fresh 
meats. The tariff on cattle is 27 1-2 
per cent, upon sheep $1.50 per head 
and upon fresh meats imported from 
outside the United States a tax of 2 
cents per pound is imposed. 

The plea of the packers that the 
rise in prices of beef is due to the 
scarcity of cattle, is not borne out by 
the reports of receipts of cattle on the 
hoof at any of the large packing 
points, comparing this year with last 
year. Be that ag it may, the people 
are demanding that these taxes now 
are of but little value to the raisers 
of cattle and serve only the purpose 
of enriching the beef trust. They de- 


mand, therefore, that these taxes be. 


removed, and resolutions are being 
adopted by labor and political clubs 
requesting senators and representa- 
tives to repeal at once these taxes 
upon food. 

This is a movement that is like 
ly to give the managers of the repub- 
lican party very serious trouble. If 
they refuse to heed these appeals from 
the ranks of the common people they 
will excite an indignation that will 
vent itself at the polls in the coming 
November. On the other hand, if they 
should repeal the taxes in question they 
will make another breach in the solid 
wall of Dingley protection, enrage a 
body of men who are large contribu- 
tors to the republican campaign fund 
and leave themselves without excuse 
for not removing other taxes equally 
unnecessary and burdensome to the 
people and that can be justified 
only because they are. enriching 
to combinations and trusts whose 
friendsiip and donations are nec- 
essary to the republican plans of 
campaign. The situation is one cal- 
culated to give the republican party 
managers some bad hours before the 
present congress adjourns..

Cuba in the Senate’s Hands. 

The case of Cuba is before the sen- 
ate. The best sentiment of the na- 
tion hopes that body will rise to the 
demands of the situation and pass the 
bill sent to it by the house of repre- 
sentatives. That is the honorable and 
patriotic thing for it to do and it 
should do it promptly. 
Certainly everybody should know 
by this time that the bill cuts the 
heart. out of the sugar trust end will 
array’ the beet and cane sugar pro 
ducers of the United States in open 
competition with the sugar producers 
of the world, but there are no signs 
anywhere of a popular revolt against 
those results. The people seem to be 
perfectly willing to try the experiment 
of free sugar for awhile, just for the 
novelty of the thing, and there surely 
does not appear any overbearing rea- 
son why they should not be allowed 
by congress to enjoy the sensation. 

The situation of the Cuban case in 
the senate puts a crucial test upon 
the fidelity ana wisdom of the demo- 
crats in that body. They have the 
opportunity to show the solid front in 
favor of relief to and reciprocity with 
Cuba that have been the avowed poli- 
cy of the party and at the same time 
show the sincerity of democratic op- 
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and useless of the giant trusts of the 
times. There are no visible reasons, 
in the view of the democratic masses, 
why every democratic senator should 
not line up in favor of the house bill 
and insist upon its passage without 
the loss of any of the features it now 
bears. If they can help to amend it by 
enlarging the percentage of reduction, 
or extending the time of its operation, 
all right!

The young woman 
was recently arrested, as you all remem- 
ber, charged with killing her lover, and 
a large majority of the letters received 
from women contain very little sympathy 
for the accused girl. Max O’Rell may be 
right in regard to the lack of ‘chivalry’ 
among the women he knows, but let him 
come south «and he will see that women 
in Dixie can be as good friends and com- 
panions, one with another, as men can. 
One’ can hardly blame the celebrated au- 
thor, however, for what he says about 
some women in New York. For instance, 
I have attended, as a matter of business, 
several sensational murder trials in New 
York city. It is the most astonishing 
thing in the world to see, packed up ten 
deep in front of the door of the court 
room, a pushing, jostling mob of women 
trying their best to get in to the trial. 

“If the women looked coarse and vul- 
gar it would not be very singular, but 
in the eases I speak about the majority 
of the women were of extremely refined 
appearance. ‘Tihe evidence against Mar- 
tin Thorn, who was tried in New York 
some time ago for killing his rival, was 
absolutely prima facie. There was no 
question as to the man’s guilt, yet day 
after day women sent Thorn sympathiz- 
ing letters, and time and time again 
some woman pushed her way through the 
crowded court room and presenteZ the 
prisoner with flowers. Such a thing as 
this in the south is absolutely impossible, 
so in order to get a better idea of what 
the real American women are Mr. O’Rell 
should spend a long visit in the south 
studying them.”

——— 


Houston Issues Call for Fourth An- 
nual Convention. 


MEET IN SAVANNAH 


IT WILL 


Delegates Must Be Present from 
Zivery Labor Organization in 
Georgia, Says Houston. 


C. C. Houston, secretary-treasurer of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor, has 
addressed a circular to the labor organi- 
zations of the state asking that all be 
represented at the fourth annual conven- 
tion of the federation, which is ito be 
held in Savannah Wednesday, June 18. 

The conyention will be quite a large 
gathering, as over 250 delegates are ex- 
pected to be in attendance. On account 
of the number of unions formed during 
the past year, the fourth annual conven- 
tion will be a much larger assemblage 
than the conventions which have been 
held in former years. 

Atlanta will be well represented in Sa- 
vannah. This city has more labor unions 
than any other city in the state, and it 
is thought that fully fifty representatives 
from Atlanta unions wil] have seats in 
the Savannah convention. At the ap- 
proaching convention a number of sub- 
jects which are of great interest and im- 
portance to the labor men will be brought 
up and the convention is expected to be 
one of the most successful events in the 
history of organized labor in Georgia. 

The call issued by Secretary-Treasurer 
Houston is approved by President Wil- 
liam G. Gredig, of Augusta, and is as 
follows: 


To the Labor Organizations of Georgia 
Greeting: The fourth annual convention of 
the Georgia State Federation of Labor will 
meet in Savannah Wednesday, June 18, next, 
at 10 o'clock a. m. 

Representation in the convention is given 
every bona fide labor organization in the state 
in accordance with the provisions of article 
III of the state federation constitution, as 
follows: 

‘“Each trades assembly, labor union or labor 
organization composing this body shall be en- 
titled to one delegate to every fifty members 
Or fraction thereof returned for per capita 
assessment, and central bodies and federa- 
tions shall be entitled to one delegate for ev- 
ery five unions or fraction thereof composing 
said central body. 

‘‘No organization which has suspended or 
has seceded from any central, national or in- 
ternational organization of Mbor «hal! he al- 
lcwed a representative or recognition in this 
federation, unless by vote of convention after 
full and fair investigation. 

“‘All delegates shall before taking their seats 
in the convention present credentials signed 
by the proper officers of their organization, 
with seal of same attached. 

‘“‘No person holding a political office or ap- 
pointment @hall be eligible as a delegate, un- 
less such person is actively employed at his 
trade and in good standing with his organ- 
ization. 

‘“‘No delegate shall be admitted to a seat in 
the convention whose organization is in ar- 
rears for dues or assessments of any kind 
to this body. 

‘‘Fraternal delegates from friendly aseocia- 
tions interested in social and labor reforms 
may be extended the privilege of the floor 
without vote on the motion of a delegate from 
the city where the fraternal delegate resides.’’ 

A special invitation is hereby extended those 
organizations which have not heretofore been 
affiliated with the state body, or have been 
organized since our last convention in Colum- 
bus, to become connected with the Georgia 
Federation of Labor and elect delegates to 
the Savannah convention. To such organiza- 
tions an initiation fee of $1 ds charged, and 
three months’ per capita must be paid. The 
dues are | cent a month on each member of 
@ local organization, payable quarterly to the 
secretary-treasurer. 

The primary objects of the state federation 
as prescribed in article II of the constitution 
are: 

‘First, to agitate such quest>fia as may be 
for the benefit of the working classes and 
mankind generally, in order to obtain legis- 
lative enactment of such measures as wil] be 
beneficial to Téa, and the repeal of oppressive 
and unjust laws; second, to use a's honorable 
means to correct the abuses under which the 
Wage earners are now laboring, and to secure 
for them their just rights and privileges; 
third, to aid in the organization and estab- 
lishment of local trades and labor assem- 
blies in every city and town in the state; 
fourth, to promote the cause and general wel- 
fare of all organized labor by a more syste- 
matic and universal use of the union label, 
and to give moral and financia] support to 
such firms and factories as recognize the la- 
bel and Its merite.’’ 

This meeting promises to be one of the most 
important and interesting ever held by the 
working people of Georgia. Reports will be 
submitted on thg work of the past fifteen 
months, and plans adopted for the future. 
Addresses will be made and papers read by 
several etudents of social, political and eco- 
nomic conditions. 

The convention will be in session two or 
three days. Expenses of delegates are to be 
arranged by the organizations elesting them. 
Reduced railroad and hotel rates will be pro- 
vided. A elreufar of information wil; S& sent 
out to delegates-elect prior to convention, giv- 
ing rates, meeting hall, headquarters and out- 
line of programme. 

Preparations are being made by the Savan- 
nah labor organizations to entertain the dele- 
gates and visitors In splendid style, and the 
social functions will comprise one of the fea- 
tures of the convention. 

Accompanying this call are blank credentials, 
a duplicate being provided to return to the 
secretary-treasurer, from which the conven- 
tion roll call of delegates will be made up. 
Delegates will retain their credentials and 
present them at opening of convention when 
called for. Duplicate .credentiale, dues and 
initiation fees shwuld be forwarded at the 
earliest possible date to Secretary-Treasurer 
C. C. Houston, P. O. Box 266, Atlanta, Ga. 
Further information pertaining to the state 
federation and the convention will be gladly 
furnished. 

Trusting that the labor organizations will 
cooperate in making this a great meeting for 
the uplift of the workers and elevation of hu-

STATE ‘POLITICAL GOSSIP 


| | AGRANGE, Ga., April 23.—(Special.)— 
Dr. Mark Johnston, of Milledgeville, 
candidate for state school commissioner, 
spokg here last night at the court house 
to a small but representative audience. 
The people of this place and of Troup 
county for the past few years have in- 
terested themselves in the public schpol 
question and are ready to hear argument 
on the subject. Dr. Johnston made no 


effort at oratory, but spoke earnestly and 
forcibly. Many last night and this morn- 
ing pledged him support. 

In brief, Dr. Johnston favors a uniform 
system of téxt-books and a division of the 
school fund between the two races in 
proportion to the taxable property of 
each race.

He is in favor of the 
county board disbursing the fund and 
also in favor of raising the standard of 
examination for teachers.

Judge Anderson made the point that 
Jwmige Candler did not pass the supple- 
mental order on what he had seen, but 
from something that ‘had come to his 
knowledge afterwards. 

“My opinion is, your honor, "said he, 
“that Judge Candler has been imposed 
upon. We have plenty of evidence here 
to prove that no such thing ever oc- 
curred as two jurors leaving the box and 
assisting the prisoner. We contend also 
that Judge Candler hax no right to pass 
such an order without the presence of tha 
defendant, her counsel and the jury. Ws: 
knew nothing of such order unti] yester- 
day morning. We further contend that 
it was not competent for the judge to pass 
an order of mistrial without first hear- 
ing evidence on the facts.”’ 

Solicitor Hill responded with argument 
as to the right of a tmial judge to de- 
clare a mistrial. 

“The power to declare mistrials and 
punish for contempt is entirely discre- 
tionary with the trial judge,’’ said he. 
“Tt makes no difference whether the acts 
were committed in his presence or not, 
the fact that they did occur was suffi- 
cient for the order of mistrial. Surely 
the scene enacted in the court room was 
calculated to affect the jury. A man 
must have a heart of stone, who would 
not be touched by the distress of a wo- 
man, réal or feigned. Tne accomplished 
actress of the stage can touch the heart 
of man, and if this is true, then certainly 
the screams and apparent agony of a 
woman on trial for her life must have 
more effect on the twelve men, who have 
her fate in their hands.’’ 


The Porter Stocks Case. 


The solicitor then cited the celebrated 
Porter Stocks murder case, in which he 
was the prosecuting attorney, and where 
the late Judge Richard Clark declared a 
mistrial, owing to the death of the moth- 
er of one of the jurors. The attorneys 
for. the defendant refused to agree tg a 
mistrial, and at the next trial put up the 
plea of former jeopardy, which was over- 
ruled. 

“It matters not,’ said the solicitor, 
‘“‘whetiter the act was voluntary or invol- 
untary. It is a question of effect on 
the jury by that scene. I want to declare 
that surely it was. There is not a mem- 
ber of that jury who must not have been 
haunted in his sleep that night by those 
terrible screams; agi, Tike the scarlet 
letter of old, that scene of a woman in 
distress must burn in their memory for- 
evari’’ :

“All We want is the presentation of 
evidence in this hearing, and if it is 
shown that the defendant hag been place 
shown that the defendant has been 
placed in jeopardy, then we ask her re- 
lease.”’ 

He declared that Judge Candler had 
not the right to declare a mistrial mere- 
ly on his opinion and without hearing 
evidence on the facts. He said it had 
been passed without the hearing of evi- 
dence; that the judge did not see the 
two jurors leave the box, and that as a 
fact such a thing did not occur. He 
asked to be allowed to show that Judge 
Candler had refused to hear testimony 
from them in framing: his order. 


Judge Lumpkin’s Decision. 


Judge Lumpkin then decided the issue. 
He began by stating that there were two 
questions to be decided—first, whether 
the amendment to the original order 
should be allowed, and whether evidence 
should be introduced and to what extent. 
He upheld the contention of Solicitor 
Hill that the order of a trtal judge, re- 
citing certain facts that occurred in his 
presence, cannot be attacked, but must 
be considered as true and binding, and 
no evidence could be submitted to prove 
or disprove statements in the order. 

Judge Lumpkin held, however, that 
evidence as to whether the supplemental] 
order had been signed in the presence 
of the defendant, her counsel and the 
jury was competent. 

Affidavits from the jurors and several 
Physicians were tendered and Solicitor 
Hill made formal objection, which was 
sustained.~- The jurors were then called 
and sworn and the same objection was 
entered to their testimony, which was 
again sustained. 

One of the jurors was placed on the 
stand to show that he was not present 
when the second order “was signed. 
Colonel Dean also went on the stand for 
the same purpose. Solicitor Hill aéd- 
mitted that all of the other jurors would 
give the same testimony and they were 
not interrogated. 

Mrs. Duncan was next sworn and was 
questioned by Judge Anderson. She was 
asked if she heard anything of two {fu- 
rors separating themselves from the jury 
and going to her assistance.

The question of for- 
mer jeopardy had just been reached at 
the hour of adjournment and will be ar- 
gued today.

present the packers’ side of the present 
meat agitation. In reference to the cause 
for the increase in prices he said: 

“The reasors why the packing houses 
had to raise prices are manifold. For in- 
stance, the price of cattle is very high. 
We do not control the cattle and have to 
purchase them. One of the reasons for the 
high price ofcattle is that. corn is now 
selling at a dollar 4 bushel. Again, there 
is a searcity of cattle. Last winter dur- 
ing the severe blizzards in the west ‘thou- 
sands of head of cattle were frozen to 
death. 

“The’ situation here in Atlanta is very 
serious. -I have made a complete canvass 
of the retail butchers of this city today 
and they were unanimous in stating that 
their business had been almost ruined. 
Some of them will undoubtedly go to the 
wall soonef or later. There is no beef 
trust and the packing houses in the west 
were simply forced to make this recent 
raise in prices. The packers have been 
losing money for a long time and con- 
sequently prices had to be raised. People 
should be brought to realize this, and if 
they appreciated the situation they would 
be willing to pay the few cents extra 
which is charged. If they will not do so 
the loser in:the end will be the farmer 
who sells the cattle to the packer. The 
packers are paying very nigh prices for 
cattle and as long as they continue. to 
do so meat will be high. Otherwise those 
who sell cattle will have to come down 
in their prices, as the packing hous2s 
cannot sell meat at a lower price as long 
as cattle is so high. 

“Of course our ‘business is falling off 
here in Atlanta. We cannot. afford to 
take in any new business at this time, 
either, as things in the butcher business 
are in a very precarious condition. I 
hope the people will be brought to real- 
ize that this raise in prices by the pack- 
ers was a matter of necessity, and then 
this boycott, which is doing great injury 
to so many, will be brought to an end.’’ 

The people of Atlanta are not purchas- 
ing one-half the amount of meat they

Freight Rates No Higher. 


The following letter received from a 
prominent freight man shows the general 
trend of feeling against the beef trust 
since the recent wholesale boosting of 
prices: 

Editor Constitution: Being a subscriber to 
your paper, I read with interest the article 
about the ‘‘Meat Trust’’ on the title page of 
your Wednesday morning issue. 

I inclose that portion wherein the reporter 
interviewed one housekeeper, who is reported 
to have said that the advance grew out of 
some freight difficulty the packers are supposed 
to be having in regard to freights and railroad 
rates. (This being the only difficulty that they 
could possibly have as an excuse, such diffi- 
culty, if any existed, could only be from an 
advance in the tariff on fresh meat and pack- 
ing house products.) Now let us look at the 
facts. There has been no advance in freight 
rates, either from the west or near-by points. 
On the contrary, there has been a reduction in 
the rates somewhat recently from Memphis 
and other points on the east side of the Mis- 
sissippi river. 

The rates cover points in this vicinity, and 
the presumption is that they are given in or- 
der that the Tennessee packers can compete 
on a favorable basis with his western com- 
petitors for business. 

Any representative of the packing houses 
who has made statements of this nature has 
simply misrepresented the situation. 

The roads interested in the haul of the 
products of the packers are only too willing 
to give them the benefit of all leverage they 
possibly can in order to get the business. The 
writer of this article handles the way bills of 
the same every day and is in a. position to 
know the above is true. Even granting that 
there has been no advance of say 15 per cent in 
the rates (which would be considered by the 
packers an enormous one), the differerice to the 
packers would only have been about one-tenth 
of 1 cent per pound. What do we find, 
therefore, even had there been such an ad- 
vance that would justify the advance of beef 
Several cents per pound to the dealers? 

The lady in the case interviewed certainly is 
blessed with keen sense and evidently is one of 
whom the writer hopes there may be hunureds 
who would rather go without beef, if necessary, 
for weeks before they would pay tribute to 
the wolfish packers. I have already cut off 
beef from my table, although I am able to 
ray the increased pric2 did I choose. In a 
country like the south, where chickens will 
soon be cheap and ¢ggs are cheap, as well .as 
plenty of fresh fish, we certainly will not 
suffer. The packers tried the same game in 
Kansas City in 1894 or i895, and the people 
taught them a lesson that they will: not soon 
forget. Butcher shops were practically closed 
and those that handled beef at all, I recall, 
would not have a pound of packing house 
reat. The question is, therefore, one for the 
people to deal with, ard my observation has 
been that when you get the housewife set 
against an article, it is generally a scarce com- 
modity in the house over which she pre- 
sides.

POINTS OF LAW DECIDED. 


Judge Newman Hands Down Decis- 
ion in Bankruptev Case Which 
Interests Attorneys. 


Judge “Newman in rendering his decision 
vesterdav in a bankruvtev case decided 
two points of law which will be of great 
interest to lawvers and business men in 
thts and other states. 

R. V. Haslett some monthe ago filed his 
netition in bankruptcy in the United 
States district court for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia and scheduled certafn 
personal property. but did not schedule 
his remainder interest in about $28,000 or 
$30,000 worth Of real estate in Atlanta. The 
bankrupt contended that his remainder 
{nterest was not assets in bankruptcy and 
that there was no law requiring him to 
schedule this property. 

H. S. Bales, a creditor of the bankrupt, 
filed a bill in the United States court, the 
object of which was to require the 
scheduling of this property in-order that 
same might be sold and applied to the 
creditors. The matter has been in the 
court for some time and vesterday Judge 
William. T. Newman handed down his de- 
cision. 

The court decided two points of great 
interest: First. A vested remainder in- 
terest in land must be scheduled and is 
assets in bankruptcy and the same when 
sold must be distributed to the creditors. 

Second. A contingent remainder interest 
in land when the contingency is as to the 
event and not as to the person is also 
assets in bankruptcy and must be 
scheduled, sold and distributed to the 
creditors.

New York, April 24.—The important influ- 


market was again demumstrated today. <A

At 9:07 o’clock the starting gun was 
@red and Freeman got just a shade the 
better of the start. He gained inch by 
inch and it looked for several laps as if 
Bobby was not going to have 
tea party. When Freeman had held the 
Yead for the first mile and started the 
gecond still leading, Bobby’s friends be- 
gan to grow a little anxious. But it was 
not to last long, as Walthour gave Gus 
Lawson, his pacer, the tip In the first 
lap of the second mile, and before the 
end of the second lap Bobby was hang- 
ing on to Freeman’s rear tire, a half lap 
ahead, Bobby did not stop there, how- 
ever, and Freeman realized that it _was 
mot going to be such a picnic after all. 
In the tenth lap Bobby flew past his op- 
pop@nt without apparent effort, and be- 
gan rapidly drawing away from the Ore- 
gonian. When 21-2 miles had been ridden 
Bobby was one lap ahead and going at a 
pace which Freeman could not hold. 
Freeman died hard, however, and stuck 
to his motor like a Trojan. In the last 
lap of the third mile Bobby, who had been 
riding as comfortably as if he were in a 
cab, caught up to Freeman again, 11-2 
laps ahead. Freeman was riding- very 
hard, and it was evident that he was 
going his limit. 

At the beginning of the last mile Bobby 
again caught up to Freeman, and when 
the finishing gun was fired the Atlanta 
champion crossed the line, the winner of 
the heat by 21-2 laps. Vociferous ap- 
plause greeted Bobby as he stepped off 
his wheel, and he appeared as fresh as 
‘when the race had started. 

The Second Heat. : 

The second heat started at 10:05 o'clock, 
and it was one of the best starts vet seen 
at the Coliseum, both men being exactly 
Opposite each other, on different sides of 
the track when the gun was fired. Be- 
fore a half mile had been ridden, Wal- 
thour -was a quarter of a lap ahead. 
Freeman saw tne gain, but before he 
could do anything to preyent.it ,<Bobby 
was rigtt behind him; one-half lap to the 
good in the second lap of the secona 
mile. Here Bobby hung back a. little, to 
let Freeman know that he was in the 
race, and the latter drew ahead. 

In the ninth lap of the second mile the 
Atiantan thought the joke had gone far 
®nough and he went fiying past Free- 
man, while the latter blinked at him in 
surprise. Freeman had showed up strong 
thus far, and .when Bobby passed him 
the crowd fairly yelled. Then Walthour 
put on. several extra pounds of steam 
ony rapidly pulled away from his oppo- 
nen 

In the ninth lap of the third mile, 
thour had gohe al] around the track 
again and caught up to Freeman. Bob- 
by’s speed was magnificent, and although 
Freeman was plugging away at his best, 
he was not a dangerous factor in the 
race. He refained game to the finish. 
however, and in the seventh lap of the 
fourth mile he called for faster pace. 
Bobby noticed it and also called for more 
Bpeed and he quickly left Freeman ‘way 
back. Freeman was “‘all in’’ when the 
last mile started and Bobby lapped him 
again in the sixth lap. Before the fin- 
ish signal Bobby had gained another 
quarter-lap and he won the heat by 2 3-4 
laps. The time for the second heat was 
8:06 38-5. 

Bobby is matched to meet Johnny 
Chapman, of this city, fn a series of mo- 
tor paced heats at the Coliseum tomor- 
row night. If he beats Chapman his vic- 
tory will crown a career of bicycle rac- 
ing seldom equalled by any rider. 

His Only Defeat Here. 

In only one race has Walthour been 
defeated during the present meet at the 
Coliseum. That was his first race and 
after he had fallen on the track and sus- 
tained severe cuts and bruises, and was 
hardly able to sit on his wheel, he rode 
against Leander and was defeated. -He 
met Leander again several weeks later 
and ‘“‘rode rings’ around him.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Commission Meets Today. 

The state rallroad commission holds its 
regular monthly meeting today. It is of 
particular interest to the railroad men, 
owing to the fact that the question of 
the extension of the trackage limits for 
switching charges is to be taken up. At 
the last meeting this question came up, 
but at the request of the railroad men 
present it was continued. 

Under the present Tule the charge for 
switching for distances of 3 miles or less 
is $3. At the last meeting the members 
of the commission announced that they 
were thinking of changing the trackage 
limit to 5 miles without changing the 
switching charge. The railroad men ob- 
jected to this change, and as the rail!- 
road men seemed inclined to put it into 
effect they asked to be given time in 
which to prepare a defense. This was 
‘given them and the matter will be finally 
settled today. 

Quite a number of prominent railroad 
men and several well-known railroad at- 
torneys have arrived in the city for the 
purpose of attending the meeting. A 
preliminary meeting was held by the ratl- 
road men yesterday afternoon, at which 
it is presumed they prepared their line 
of defense. It is understood that the 
railroads will make a stubborn fight 
as they 
claim that it is not justified by any ex- 
isting condition and furthermore is not 
desired by shippers as a whole. 

The commission will also consider the 
petition of the town of Haylow, in Echols 
county, for a depot. Haylow is the junc- 
tion of the Plant system and the Atlan- 
tic, Valdosta and Western.

Court of Last Resort Brings to 8 
Close a Number of Issues * 
Long Pending. 


Decisions rendered Thursday, April 24, 1902. 

Justice Lewis wag prevented by sickness from 
participating in the adjudication of these 
cases. Whire not otherwise stated, the judg- 
ment in each case is concurred in by the five 


-ustices present. 


460. Ixeb v. State. Liquor selling. Before 
Judge Proffitt. City court of Elberton. 
Simmons, C. The refusal of the court 

to quash the indictment was not complained of 

in -the bill of exceptions, and is not proper 
ground of a motion for a. new trial. 

2. It is an offense, under section 428 of 
the penal code, to personally solicit orders for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in a county 
where the sale of such liquors is prohibited by 
law, whether the personal solicitation be made 
by one who acts as principal or as agent for 
another. 

3. The evidence was amply sufficient to war- 
rant the verdict. 

Judgment affirmed. (No further opinion.)

2. While a nurgcupative will must be ‘‘proved 
by the oaths of af least three competent wit- 
nesses that were present at the making there- 
of,’’ it is not, in this state, essential to its 
validity that the testator should bid all of 
these witnesses ‘‘bear witness that such was his 
will, or to that effect.’’

the decedent, g.anted an order making the pe- 
titioner a party plaintiff in his capacity as ad- 
ministrator with the will annexed, an assign- 
ment or error complaining of this action of 
the court is without merit, when it nowhere 
appears that the same was taken over the 
objection of the complaining party, who had 
been called upon by a rue nisi to show cause 
why such application should not be granted. 

2. After such order had been granted, it 
was not erroneous to strike so much of the de- 
fendant’s answer as alleged that the decedent 
had died testate, and that plaintiff had fraud- 
ulently procured temporary letters of adminis- 
tration to be granted upon the estate.

before proceeding to subject lots 8 and 10 to 
the payment of its claim, and the wife by her 
answer alleged that the debt which the cor- 
poration held against her was for money bore 
rowed by her with which to pay a debt orig- 
inally contracted by her husband for a balance 
of the purchase money of the three lots, and 
prayed that her creditor should be compelled 
to first resort to lots 8 and !0 for the collec- 
tion o. its claim. before subjecting lot 9 to 
the payment of the same, and the trial of the 
case resulted in a decree substantially in ac- 
cordance with the prayers of the plaintiffs, to 
which the wife alone excepted upon the ground 
that the court erred in not decreeing in accord- 
ance with her prayer: Held, that, so far as 
her-rights were concerned, there was no error 
in the cecree of the court.

One who !s prosecuted under the 
provisions of the penal code, section 729, 
which declares that ‘‘All other acts of willful 
and malicious mischief, in the injuring or de- 
stroying any other public or private property, 
not hérein enum?rated, shall be misdemeanors,’’ 
cannot be legally convicted unless the evidence 
shows that the property described in the indict. 
ment or accusation was either destroyed or 
suffered some material or substantial injury. 
The mere fact that the accused is guilty of an 
act which put the owner of the property to ex- 
pense and annoyance, but which did not destroy 
or injure the property, does not authorize a 
conviction under the section above quoted. 

2. It follows from the forecoing that one who 
goes to the wood rack of another, which con- 
tains cord-wood, and wilfully and maliciously 
throws the same from the rack, but does not 
injure or destroy the wood, is not guilty of a 
violation of the section of the penal code above 
quoted, notwithstanding the act in question was 
such as to damage the owner of the property, 
in that he was required to go to the expense 
and trouble of replacing the wood upon the 
rack.
